W OOL HOUSE RAN FROM 13-24 
MARCH and certainly fulfilled its 
promise to ‘present a new vision 
for wool as a modern, versatile and lifestyle- 
adaptable fibre’ by transforming the entire 
West Wing of Somerset House in London into a 
yarn extravaganza.

W ith a degree in Politics 
and Society already 
behind her, Claire 
Andrew began her 
working life in sales. It 
was during this time 
that Claire’s creative 
flair came to the fore as she would design her 
own dresses and get them made for work. This 
helped develop her interest in the designing 
process and work in a Tailors soon followed. 

“I started working there for a few hours on the 
weekend to learn a bit more which gave me a 
base of practical knowledge, but I really wanted 
to learn about the design process and this 
eventually led to a Degree in Fashion Design, 
which I completed in 2011.” Claire recalled, 
“Rowan sponsored my graduate collection so I 
was able to use some amazing wools and yams, 
which was quite exciting. I then did some 
freelance work and shortly after started working 
on my own label. The first time we presented the 
collection during London Fashion Week was 
February 2012.” 

It seems then, the move into design was an 
organic one, and Claire agrees. “I don’t think I 



ever really saw the entry into fashion as an exit 
from other areas, more just an addition to 
them. I had always been interested in design 
and priorto studying fashion had considered 
architecture and interior design as other areas 
that I might explore more in the future. I really 
like the balance of subjects that are considered 
more theoretical and academic combined with 
the creativity of design subjects. I think any 
degree givesyou the framework to analyse 
existingviews, challenge thinking and make 
your own contribution. In theory, that thinking 
could be applied to many areas.” 

It didn’t seem to be a difficult transition 
either, as Claire has always been around people 
who were creatively minded. “I always had 
friends who had studied art orgraphics and 
some had worked in the fashion industry so it 
didn’tfeel completely unfamiliar. I thinkthe 
learning curve aboutthe industry and 
understanding the structure was really 
interesting and, on a practical level, quickly 
getting up to speed with the design process 
was a balancing act as it included research, 
sketching, pattern cutting, organising shoots 
and creating promotional material.” a

Collection inspiration 

Claire’s collections do include some gorgeous knits and 
although the decision to include knitwear was an easy one, 
the actual knittingdidn’tcomeeasyto her, in fact you could 
say it was definitely a challenge. “Since 2010, 1 knew I wanted 
to include knitwear in my graduate collection (2011) so I 
started knitting in 2010 in preparation for that. I knew I 
wanted to include texture within my graduate collection and 
knitwearwas how I wanted to do it, so it was really thatwhich 
inspired me to learn. I really love great fabrics and natural 
fibres that feel luxurious to the touch and through knitwear 
you can really create exactly what you want from scratch. 

“I had knitted as a child but didn’t even remember the 
basics. My mum refreshed my memory- although I think it 
was quite exasperating for her at some points as I frequently 
managed to turn 20 stitches into 50 without knowing how I’d 
managed it!” However, having gone through the fog of 
learning to knit, Claire’s determination and dedication shone 
through as she gradually learnt the basics and added a couple 
of new techniques each week. “I think my inexperience gave 
me a very open approach to what could be done, I don’t really 
think in terms of stitches but more in terms of the overall 
shape oreffectthat I was aiming for.” 

With having learnt howto knit again what keeps Claire 
coming back to it for her designs? “I love knitting because it 
forms so organically and you really can create the shape 
howeveryouwantto.Alsojustbycombiningyarnsyoucan 
c rea te rea I ly d iffe re n 1 0 u tco m es .” 




Industry experience 

Not only has Claire had success at London Fashion Week, but 
she has also worked with London based fashion designer 
GILES and with Emma Pritchard from The NewYork Post 
Claire explains, “The experience has been invaluable in both 
instances as it gave me a realistic view of the industry and 
how hard everyone works. The end results always look 
incredibly glamorous and I’m always very aware of the teams 
and individuals who work so hard to deliver the inspirational 
collections and imagesthat represent the fashion industry to 
the world. Gaining experience at GILES gave me a real view of 
the collection coming together before the show and how it 
was edited for the catwalk to give a coherence and story. 
Following the show, the cycle shifts into selling the collection 
and then it begins again. The experience I gained with Emma 
Pritchard helped broaden my understanding of the industry. 

It showed me how samples of collections were called in to be 
shot on a celebrity for a feature orfor a fashion themed shoot 
ora more conceptual shoot where the clothes really 
contributed to the overall concept. I think it’s all part of the 
same thing just different stages of the fashion cycle.” S

Demands of the job 

It was a challenging period for Claire, both mentally and 
physically. “The deadlines are always quite tight and the hours 
can be long, but I think anyone who wants to work in this area 
has to be prepared for this as it is part of the job and if you 
don’t love it then you’re probably not going to enjoy it.” 

Ideas and inspirations come in all guises for designers and 
Claire is no different. “It normally starts with my camera, 
capturing an image, a scene, a pattern or a texture. If there’s 
theluxurytobepurelycreativeandnothaveto consider how 
wearable a piece is I would normally work from the inspiration 
and sculpta shape around the form. If considering for a more 
commercial collection I would research who would wear the 
pieces and where they would be going so each piece has a 
real purpose.” 

As with many creations, the design process can be quite 
time consuming and the timescale from concept idea to 
finished piece can vary. “Sometimes, if I’m knitting for 
relaxation, I just knit and let it flow. These initial pieces often 
form the basis for future collections as it’s a great way to come 
up with new ideas. Some pieces take a few days, others can 
take weeks.” 

But is it a completely different process when designing 
collections? “When designing collections you really have to 
think about who the customer is and which pieces they would 
want alongside the research - which can incorporate reading 
or listening to something on the radio, or exhibitions. Not to 
mention visual inspiration; it is captured by carrying a camera 
with me practically everywhere I go. Once I have a feel for the 
details, colours and silhouettes, I then start sketching and 
experimenting with samples, then the final drawings are 
completed and I then start working on the physical samples.” 

When we speak to Claire about London Fashion Week it is 
clear just how much it meant to her. She beams when she 
recalls the experience, “It was a really exciting time. There

were lots of late nights preparing the sample collection and 
liaising with models, venues and press. But I thinkthen at the 
end you stand back and review what worked well and just 
keep moving itforward through continually improving for 
next season.” 

When we ask what 201 3 holds for Claire it seems that she 
isn’t going to slow down. Claire is already busy with the next 
collection and finishing offtheA/W2013 collection and 
thinkingaboutSphng2014 already. Although notwantingto 
give too much away as to herfuture projects and any 
surprises we can expect, she has let us in on some other 
plans, which sound mightily exciting! “For the next collection 
I’ve moved towards a slightly more classic shape and played 
with differentweights of yarn to give multiple textures. I’ve 
also been experimenting with wrapping stitches together but 
I’m not sure if that will make the final edit yet!” 

We can’t wait to see the future collections and where 
Claire’s creativity will take her next. One thing’s for sure, it will 
be progressive, trendsetting, boundary pushing, but IRM 
above all, exquisite and luxurious! HII

EK: I did Fine Art, painting and printmaking, 
but I was always interested in texture and 
surface and the process of making. I was 
known for imbedding textile in fibre-glass, so I 



guess textiles and knittingwas a natural 
progression for me. 

YW: You launched a knitwear company, 
Moltoi in the 80’s. Is it true that the pop 
roya I ty we re wea ri ng you r ] u m pe rs? 

EK: Through necessity, when I could no 
longer afford to work at the print studio I fell 
back on my resources and began doing my 
own designs, selling them to local and London 
boutiques as finished garments. Molto! vjas 
born and soon we were showing in London, 
Paris and Milan, selling worldwide and I was 
working in Italy for a leading design house. 

Yes, the rumours are true, itwas the 
hedonistic 80 ’s and our designs were a 
favourite amongst the New Romantics. Boy 
George, Spandau Ballet and Mickey Rourke 
were all wearing Molto! handknits. 

YW: Your professional CV describes you as 
a 'Consultant to Fashion and Textiles 
industry’ -what does this mean? 

EK: I have always worked in the fashion 
industry, working with designers of high 
street chains to advise designers, buyers and 
selectors about what to buy and whereto buy 



it. I have worked for companies such as Marks 
and Spencer, H&M, Whistles, Bloomingdales 
and Country Road. 

YW: WeVe counted 16 books to your name, 
and you’ve been credited in others. How do 
you come up with a theme? 

EK: I love the whole concept of a book, 
putting an idea together, designing and 
refining. I really love being involved in all 
aspects of the process from selecting colours 
to directing photography. Whether it is a 
technical book, or a stitch book, one is always 
trying to present the craft in an accessible way 
to encourage people to take up craft, rather 
than an exhaustive tome on every technique. 

YW: You like to explore both crochet and 
knitting. What is it about each craft that 
you enjoy? 

EK: I get different things out of each one. 
Personally, I find knitting more versatile in the 
creation and complexity of the fabric; I find it 
more controllable. However, I like the 
simplicity of crochet-you either go along in a 
line or round and round, and it is easier having 
just one hook. I do love the freedom of

freeform crochet. Each technique has its own process, 
creates its own fabric and produces different end results. 

YW: Baby projects seem to feature heavily in your 
designs. Does that reflect a certain era in your life? 

EK: It does not particularly reflect an era of my life, as my 
daughter is still waiting for a little Fair Isle cardigan 25 years 
after I started it, although she was always decked out in quirky 
little knitted hats and blankets! It more reflects my admiration 
of women who just want to share in the experience of a new 
baby, whether they are a mother, a grandmother, a 
godmother, or a friend. I believe making something is a basic 
nurturing instinctive response and knitting offers a relatively 
inexpensive and accessible outletforthis urge, producing 
something very personal. 

YW: You design very wearable men's projects -my fussy 
husband likes them, which Isa seal of approval! Do you 
run design ideas past the men in your life forfeedback? 

EK: Your husband sounds like my target market, as men are 
often very discerning about what they will and won’t wear. 
Much of my career has been as a menswear designer, having 
worked with leading designers in Italy and for my own 
companyMo/to.^ Havingfour brothers might have had some 
influence on my passion for menswear too. There is a 
different discipline designingfor men than women, just as 
challenging but in a different way. 

YW: You also work on interior knits, how does it feel that 
thousands of homes across the world are decorated with 
your knits? 

EK: Making a simple project foryour home is an easy way to 
start knitting-forexample, a square cushion, or several 
squares joined to make a throw. Knitting or crocheting for the 
home is always inspiring and an easy way to incorporate 
fashion trends, whether it’s pops of colour or texture. I like the 
juxtaposition of a handmade fabric against materials found in 
the home such as glass, metal, leather, wood and stone. 

YW: Tell us about your studio? Where is it, and how much 
yarn do you have squirreled away? 

EK: We have just moved into a new studio in Brighton, near 
the sea with big windows for lots of light. I like to work on a big 
white table, which is like a new blank page every day. We are 
always surrounded by lots of yarn from my new collection. We 
have a big board where we pin new ideas and inspirations, this 
is where the collection evolves. I liketohavea bit of space but 
inevitably end up with piles of projects, and inspirational bits 
and bobs, from driftwood found on the beach to a piece of 
vintage lace or a postcard of a painting I have seen in a gallery. 

YW: If such a thing even exists, describee typical day in 
your studio? 

EK: I pick my daughter up from the train station as she has 




recently come to work with me. We then head to the studio in 
my little Figaro (it’s like a Brighton dodgem car), with Freddy 
(my black toy poodle) in the back. I always start the day with a 
clear deskand a cup of strong Yorkshire tea. Then things start 
to happen, and before I know it, amongst emails, Skype calls 
to the US, visits to the printer and parcel deliveries, its quarter 
to six and I settle down to design. We leave with bags of 
homework in tow, yarn to knit swatches for upcoming 
projects, laptop for ongoing communications, and the 
promise that tomorrow we will get stuff done! 

YW: You're a large part of the Rowan brand, having 
designed and contributed many projects for the Rowan

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magazine. When youYe planning a collection, what is the 
process involved? How do you start and how do you pull it 
all together. 

EK: I have been a part of the Rowan brand for maybe 25 years, 
as a consultant and keeper of the brand ethos. I still find it 
hard not to say ‘we’ when talking about Rowan. I am very 
passionate about the yarns and the successes that I have had 
with them. Rowan was pivotal in raising the profile of hand 
knitting both in the UK and globally and is an iconic British 
brand. Now, my work is focused on the Erika Knight Yarn 
Collection. Designing a collection is not a quick process, each 
newyarn reallytakes nine months to a yearto develop, then 
colours are carefully considered for aesthetic and 
commercial reasons. I have worked in the fashion industry for 
many years and so with my experience, I want people to feel 
confident that I have selected colours I knowwill work. The 
pattern design is a complex process of swatching, shaping, 
sizing, selecting, editing and detailing-all to make the end 
resultsimple. Everything I do is for a reason, everything is fully 




traceable, and everything is British. I have always said that 
knitwear designers are control freaks and I am no exception. 

YW: You also helped Coates develop yarns for the Rowan 
and Patons brands. Tell us a little bit about how that 
process works? 

EK: I work for various fashion and textile companies 
developing product and brand identity. I have travelled 
extensively, to the Far East, Italy, Mauritius, South Africa, New 
Zealand and Australia. It’s a very fortunate position to be in, to 
workwith different experts, whether they are spinners, 
manufacturers, local craftspeople or artisans. 

YW: What fascinating places have you visited on the quest 
for gorgeous ya rns a nd fi bres? What a re your favou rite 
memories of travel? 

EK: It has to be Mauritius, the most exotic island but with the 
best knitwearfactories outside of Italy. I likeworkingonthe 
hoof- some of my best collections have been designed in 
taxicabs, colours done on planes. Often the most unexpected 
experiences can spark an idea. It is important to get outside of 
your comfort zone to be inspired. 

YW: You’ve launched your own rangeof knitting yarn, how 
did that come about? 

EK: It has been a long held ambition to ultimately design my 
own yarn. I chose what I believed to be thefinestworsted mill 
in Britain, which combines traditional skills with modern 
technology enabling me to create an aesthetic brand with a 
commercial viability. Another long-held passion was to be a 
part of bringing manufacturing back to Britain, as one of my 
first experiences oftheindustrywas to accompany a CEO 
who was closing down an historic textile mill, making almost 
2,000 people redundant. To witness a factory closure with 
this loss of livelihood had a profound effect. I am proud to 
support the wool industry in Britain with my new collection. 
An important factor for me in creating my own yarn is that I 
know every process of the production, from sheep to store. 
The colours are all tried and tested, from my personal 
repertoire. One thing I have always wanted to do is to have 
selected colours work across all the yarn qualities. For 
example ‘pretty’, a chalky pink that I had put into the 
Bluefaced Leicester wool for baby, was so popular that I 
decided to colour match it across the four yarns. 

YW: What was you r goa I when you fi rst sat d own a nd 
planned the range? 

EK: Quite simply, to create a selection of quality wools for the 
hand knit market, with a strong ethos of beingfully traceable 
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and made in Britain. 

YW:We like the addition ofthe fabric label that comes 
with the yarn, so that knitters can sew it into their 
finished project. What was the inspiration behind that? 

EK: Craft has always been seen as the poor relation to art 
and fashion, but it is now being up-scaled by many good 
practitioners and designers. I hope that people will feel 
proud to sew in their Erika Knight label to their project as an 
endorsement of quality and design. 

YW: Do you have any plans to design and launch more 
wool in your brand? 

EK:Yes,buttheywill appear when they are naturally ready 
and not when the market and season dictates. 

YW: You are very passionate about sustainable 
lifestylesandethicallysourcing materials. How hasthis 
influenced your life and design work? 

I think this is not just me, we are all now coming round to 
the idea and the importance of knowing that the products 
you buy are what they claim to be -one just needs to ask 
simple questions. If you are paying a very cheap price for 
yourt-shirtorchicken, ask the question w/7y? 

YW: You blog, you Tweet, have a website and a page on 
Facebook, how important is social media to you? Do you 
use it to keep abreast ofthe industry and in touch with 
the world? How important is it for self-promotion? 

EK: I have to confess that social media is not a natural fit for 
me, but social networking is vital for any business and is a 
great way to communicate directlywith your customers. It 
also allows a great deal of conversation and collaboration, 
which is essential when creating a brand that works. My 
favourite platform is currently Pinterest, as I am more of a 
visual person. 

YW: Your designs have been part of a Daily Mail 
newspaper knit card giveaway. Do you think this is a 
sign that knitting is becoming even more popular and 
mainstream as a pastime? How well has it been 




received so far? 

EK: Craft is part of a bigger Zeitgeist that has been brewing 
foryears, notonly as a pastime but also now as a profession. 
We are finding Wall Street women who are giving up their 
city life for their passion forfibre and creating new 
commercial enterprises. Retailers are becoming 
distributors; creative people are using their hobbies to 
create new careers. Craft is now becoming a serious 
commodity, especially during a recession, with the 
potential to create new jobs. It is fantastic that a 
mainstream tabloid has picked up on this energy and there 
has been a huge interest.

YW: Finally, whatareyourtopS pieces of advice? 

EK:1. Keep it natural. 

2. Keep it personal - use the time to relax and think. 

3. Keep it social - join a knitting club, or get a friend to teach 
you over a drink, share the experience. 

4. Knitforothers-this could be as a giftfor a friend, orto 
welcome a new baby in the family, or on a larger scale for 
local charities and events. 

5. Experiment, and don’t be frightened to have a go!

Worka second piece in the samewayand continue until 
it is the same length as the first, ending with a RS row.

With the RS of both halves of the scarf uppermost, 
graft (using Kitchener stitch) the two halves of the 
scarf together. Weave in ends, but do not cut. 

Wet block the scarf (or, if using a substitute yarn, 
block accordingly to instructions), 
pinning out the short edges into waves 
as dictated by the stitch pattern. When 
dry, cut the ends.

Addingbias binding 



ias binding is a great edging for 
knitted pieces, especially for 
yarns that have a tendency to 
stretch. The technique is not 
difficult to apply, but it is worth 
taking time over as it adds a professional 
finish. If you’re nervous to start straight away 



on your finished garment, this is a great time 
to utilise your tension swatch. This tutorial 
refers to the Jessica top on page 42, however 
the process is the same for any item. A 
sewing machine has been used to attach the 
binding; this is useful, but it is quite possible 
to use a backstitch by hand instead. 




1 Finish the knitted top, including any sewing 
up and weaving in of ends. Take the bias 
binding off the card or bobbin and scrunch 
into a 'handful’. 

2 Wash the finished top, your tension swatch 
and the bias binding. Dry them all and press 
the binding into its original creases. Press the 
top and the swatch while still damp (or under 
a damp cloth if it has dried) on the wrong side, 
and being careful not to stretch the piece. 

Cut off a 10cm/4in piece of bindingforyour 
practise piece. 

3 Working on a flat surface such as a table 
(notyourknee)and, making sure you do not 
stretch the knitting, decide where the join in 
the bias bindingwill come. On the neckofthe 
Jessica top this is atthe centre back, and on 
the armholes it is the centre of the underarm. 




Fold the end of the bindingto the wrong 
side and pin in place 

40pen oneend ofthe bindingout, turn 
0.5cm/>4in to the wrong side, and flatten with 
yournails. Place the right side ofthe bindingto 
the right side ofthe knitting at the back ofthe 
neck edge, with the edge ofthe binding on the 
edge ofthe knitting, and pin in place, making 
sure the pins are placed in such that they can 
o easily betaken outwhen sewing.

Pin the bindingto the edge ofthe piece, 
placingthe pins close together 

5 Continue to pin the binding in place, making 
sure you do not stretch either the binding or 
the knitting, keeping the pins close together. 
Stretch the binding round the curves ofthe 
front neck. 




Leave the spare binding attached until you 
have sewn the binding in place 

6Whenyou come to the other end ofthe 
opening, leave the end ofthe bias binding 
trailing -don’t cut it off yet! Now leave the 
top to 'settle’ while you set up your sewing 
machine (if using) and use your practise piece.

Adding bias binding 



Handy Hint: 
Keep the swatch 
for each project 
to practise 
adding bias 
bindingbefore 
working on 
the finished 
project.

7Thread your machine with synthetic thread 
(not cotton as it does not stretch so much) 
to match your top. Set up your machine with 
a medium-to-long length stitch, and slightly 
looserthan normal tension. Pin the practise 
piece of bindingto one edge ofyour swatch. 

If your yarn is fluffy, you mightwantto puta 
piece oftracing/greaseproof paper or tissue 
paper underthe knitting to make sure it 
doesn’t get caught in the bobbin assembly. 
Now place the edge to be sewn underthe 
needle and sewfairly slowly. Check to see that 
the stitches are correct and neither too loose, 
nor puckeringthe knitting. If necessary, adjust 
the machine and retry. 




Stretch the binding round the curves 

8 Once you are happy with the machine 
settings, sew the bindingto the neck edge of 
the top, working fairly slowly but at a constant 
speed, takingthe pinsoutasyou go. You may 
find thatthebindingas pinned iseithertoo 
loose or too tight, butasyou have not tacked it 
in place you can adjustasyou go. 




Machine the binding in place, removingthe 
pins as you go 

9 When you have about 10cm/4in left to go, 
cut off the spare binding, leaving enough to 
overlap the start. Continue machining to the 
end. The ends are finished by overlapping the 
final end overthe start ofthe binding. 




Fold in the start ofthe binding and the 
finish ofthe neck edge 

10 Finish the ends ofthe machine stitching, 
cuttingoff any surplus binding. 

11 Fold the bindingto the wrongside, and pin 
in place. Using matchingthread, oversewthe 
binding in place, neatening the ends asyou go. 




Fold the bindingto the inside and sew in 
place 

12 Repeat the process forthe second armhole 
and neck, rememberingto stretch the binding 
round the curves. Note that for the neck, the 
final end isfolded up asforthe start. 

13 Finish by pressing, taking care overthe 
ends and joins.

Using MC, cast on 96 sts on 4mm (US 5) 
needles.

Rnds 11-12: Knit 

Cast off, fold over the edge (with the reverse st st sides 
facing) enclosing an elastic band between the fabric 
and close it using a tapestry needle. Fasten off and 
weave in loose ends. 

Large petals 

(make 2) 

UsingCC and single point 4mm (US 5) needles, cast 
on 20 sts. 

Row 1 (WS) (and all odd rows): Purl. 

Row 2 (RS) (and all even rows): Ssk, k until last 2 
sts, k2tog. 

Cont in this way until 2 sts remain. 

Cast off and weave in loose ends. 

Small petal 

(make 1) 

UsingCC and single point 4mm (US 5) needles, cast on 
16 sts. 

Knit as for the large petals. 

FINISHING 

Leaves 

This piece has the shape of three quarters of a square 
with three diagonal lines meeting in the middle (see 
Apple Cosy Leaf Diagram on page 53). 

Slide (don’t fold) the two opposite diagonal lines over 
each other. Put mark 6 on mark 2 and sew the edge 
between 7 and 8 to the dotted line between 3 and 8. 

Points 7 and 3 are now in the same place. Points 5 
and 1 are also together. Sew the edge between this 
point and the middle (point 8) just as before with 
point 3 or 7 to mark point 8. Your leaves now look like 
a cone-shaped bowl with a double leaf on one side. 




Row 1 (WS): *K1 6, pm, k1 6; rep from * to end (32 sts 
between each st marker). 

Row2 (RS): (K until 2 sts bm, ssk, sm, k2tog) 3 times, 
knittheremsts. 

Row3:Knit. 

Rep rows 2-3 until 12 sts remain, ending with row 3. 
Pull yarn through all rem sts. 

Cast offand weave in loose ends. 

Flower centre 

Using CC and 4mm (US 5) dpn’s, cast on 44 sts. 
Distribute evenly and join to work in the round. 



Flower 

Take the three petals and sew the bottom of them 
(with the reverse st st side of the petals facing the 
st st side of the flower), around the bottom (the 
non-elasticated edge) of the flower. When attached, 
sew the lower part ofthe flower to the leaf bowl 
approximately two thirds up from the bottom. 

Weave in any loose ends. 

To use 

Open up the flower by stretching the 
elastic band, insert apple and enjoy!

The sole and toe are worked in stocking stitch for 
comfort. 

Thecastontail atthe beginningof needle 1 marks the 
centre of the right side of the leg and the position of 
the beginning of the first lace panel, once it is being 
worked. 

Markers are placed atthe beginningand end ofthe 
lace panel sections, except for the beginning ofthe 
first and end ofthe last panels, which are marked 
bythe beginningand end ofthe round. The third of 
these markers becomes redundant once the heel flap 
is started, but will be replaced when the gusset sts 
are picked up. The fourth and fifth markers become 
redundant once the heel flap is completed, and a 
markerwill be placed atthe beginning ofthe first lace 
panel when the gusset sts are picked up, because the 
position ofthe start of round changes.

Rep Rnds 16-19 fifteen times more. 79 rnds 
completed.

As the months get warmer, we think about 
seaside holidays. Yarnwise talks to Becky King 
who raises money for the RNLI so they can 
ensure our seas are kept safe

A S BEACHES around our beautiful 
coastline fill up with sun-seeking 
holidaymakers over the coming 
months, it’s easy to get carried 
away and forget the dangers of the sea, 
especially if you aren’t a seasoned sailor. 

If it weren’t for the Royal National 
Lifeboat Institution (RNLI), then our 
seas would be a far scarier place. As this 
voluntary organisation is reliant on charity 
funding, people are always coming up with 
innovative ways to generate money. Buying 
and maintaining million-pound lifeboats and 
training thousands of their crew around the 
entire coastline of the UK and Ireland isn’t 
cheap, as we discovered when we spoke 
to Becky King, who has been raising funds 
for the Swanage Lifeboat Station where her 
fiance volunteers. 

Becky’s journey into knitting is a familiar 
one: she was taught by her Nan, Hilda, 
but soon discarded the hobby for more 
‘fashionable pursuits’. It wasn’t until seven 



years ago, when Becky’s Nan sadly passed 
away, that she picked up her knitting 
needles once more and she has rarely 
been seen without them since. 

“I didn’t, for a long, long time, stray from 
the familiarity and safety of flat, straight 
knitting on two needles, making garter 
or stocking stitch scarves and blankets.” 
But then a few years ago, Becky decided 
to stretch herself and began her blog- 
‘ Dorothy Does’ - to document her antics. 
But what’s in the name? “It’s a nickname I 
picked up because I have red hair, like Judy 
Garland did in The Wizard ofOz!’ Becky 
explains, “Okay, that’s not entirely true. It’s 
because my friends thought I looked like 
the girl auditioning to be Dorothy in the 
ITV talent show. Over the Rainbow, but 
that’s nowhere near as nostalgic!” 

For Becky, knitting and charity go hand 
in hand. “Knitters tend to be pretty giving 
folk and there are only so many knitted 
gifts you can impose on family and friends.

LIFE WITH THE RNLI 

As you would expect, operating a lifeboat is 
a truly demanding job and one to which the 
volunteers are truly dedicated. “My fiance 
has been a volunteer lifeboatman for the 
last 1 3 years, along with his brother. Their 
dad Martin, the lifeboat coxswain, has been 
crew for nearly four decades, and Matt’s 
late grandfather, Victor, also served as the 
coxswain of Swanage lifeboat, and was 
awarded a medal for his bravery. The crew 
carry a pager at all times; when it sounds, 
day or night, they stop whatever they’re 
doing and head straight for the lifeboat 
station immediately. 

“It can be challenging being in a 
relationship with a lifeboatman - finding 
yourself walking home, often with armfuls 
of shopping, as he zooms off to a ‘shout’ 
in the car. But it’s the winter nights when 
the pager sounds at 3am that are the real 
challenge - when the wind is screaming and 
the rain is lashing against the window, and, 
before you’ve barely had time to reach out 
for a goodbye kiss, he’s dressed and flying 
out the door. That’s when you worry - about 
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is welcome to join us, from any crafting 
persuasion and details of the group can be 
found on Facebook” For more information 
of the Facebook group, check out the links 
on on the page opposite. 

The RNLI theme spills into her ordinary 
knitting too. “With the lifeboat so close to 
the heart of our community and family, it’s 
not just the knitting I do to fundraise that 
takes an RNLI theme! The theme creeps into 
family knits.”

Every August, Swanage RNLI holds its annual 
Lifeboat Week with boat building contests, 
a homemade raft race, live bands, a BBQ 
and a Cornish gig rowing competition. “It’s 
something the whole community gets 
involved in. Last year, the Swanknitsch girls 
entered our own stall - the ‘Lifeboatique’, 
complete with

About the RNLI 



The RNLI is a charity that saves lives at 
sea and is on call 24 hours a day. It was 
founded in 1 824 and since then, their 
lifeboats (and lifeguards) have saved 
more than 1 40,000 lives. 

The RNLI rescued almost 8,000 (7,91 2) 
people in 201 2, which is an average 
of 22 people a day and launched their 
boats a staggering 8,321 times, which 
averages at 23 times every day. 

The charity does not seek government 
funding and is run largely on volunteers 
and donations. Not only are they 
proud of their heritage but they also 
work extremely hard to improve their 
environmental impact by reducing 
their carbon footprint.

• Use the needle size 
recommended on the care label of 
your yarn 

• A thick, blunt tapestry needle 



JARGON: 

M: main colour yarn 
C: contrast colour yarn 




GET CRACKING: 

Before you begin, wind your 
contrast colour yarn (C) into three 
separate, smaller balls - pick one of 
them to begin your work with. 

Using C, cast on 40 sts 
Rows 1-6: Garter St 
Row 7: K6, change to M, k28, 
change to (your second ball of) C, 
k6. 

Row 8: K6, change to M, p28, 
change to C, k6. 

Repeat Rows 7 & 8 a further 2 more 
times. 



TOPTIPS: 

When changing between M and 
your two balls of C, you should use 
the intarsia technique to prevent 
any gaps appearing in your work. 
For example, if you’re working with 
M and you want to change to C, on 
your last M stitch in the row, you 
should trap the loose C tail inside 



the final M stitch; then, you should 
trap the loose M tail inside your first 
C stitch. To ‘trap’ the loose tail, you 
simply need to lay the loose yarn 
across the working yarn before you 
wrap the working yarn around the 
left-hand needle to then create the 
new stitch. 



While working the pattern, you 
should continue to use your 
first and second ball of C with 
the intarsia technique to create 
the border, then introduce your 
third ball of C and use the Fair Isle 
technique to work the anchor 
pattern. 



The Fair Isle technique is the same 
as the intarsia technique above but, 
instead of just trapping the loose 
tail of the neighbouring colour into 
the live stitch (the one you’re doing 
right now), you continue to trap the 
loose tail of the yarn not in use in 
every stitch along the row until this 
yarn is needed again. At this point, 
you change colours and trap the 








loose tail of the previous colour 
inside the stitches you work with 
your new colour. 

IF YOU CAN READ CHARTS: 

This is the point at which to 
introduce the pattern on the 
Anchor Chart. Throughout the 
chart pattern, k on odd (RS) rows 
and p on even (WS) rows and use M 
except where you see X, when you 
should use (your third ball of) C. 
NOTE: This chart applies to the 
St St work in M - it does not 
include the garter st border in C, 
therefore it begins on st 7 and 
ends on st 34. 

IF NOT, SIMPLY FOLLOW 
THESE INSTRUCTIONS: 

Row 13: K6, change to M, k1 3, 
introduce your third ball of C, 
k2, change to M, k1 3, change 
to C, k6. 

Row 14: K6, change to M, p1 0, 
change to C, p8, change to M, 
p10, change to C, k6. 

Row 15: K6, change to M, k9, 
change to C, k1 0, change to M, 
k9, change to C, k6. 

Row 1 6: K6, change to M, p8, 
change to C, p1 2, change to M, 
p8, change to C, k6. 



Row 17: K6, change to M, k8, 
change to C, k2, change to M, k2, 
change to C, k4, change to M, k2, 
change to C, k2, change to M, k8, 
change to C, k6. 

Row 18: K6, change to M, p7, 
change to C, p2, change to M, p4, 
change to C, p2, change to M, p4, 
change to C, p2, change to M, p7, 
change to C, k6. 

Row 19: K6, change to M, k7, 
change to C, k1 , change to M, k5, 
change to C, k2, change to M, k5, 
change to C, k1 , change to M, k7, 
change to C, k6. 

Row 20: K6, change to M, p7, 
change to C, p1, change to M, p5, 
change to C, p2, change to M, p5, 
change to C, p1, change to M, p7, 
change to C, k6. 

Row 21 : K6, change to M, k1 3, 
change to C, k2, change to M, 
k1 3, change to C, k6. 

Row 22: K6, change to M, p1 3, 
change to C, p2, change to M, 
p13, change toC, k6. 

Repeat Rows 21 & 22. 

Row 25: K6, change to M, k8, 
change to C, k1 2, change to M, 
k8, change to C, k6. 

Row 26: K6, change to M, p8, 
change to C, p1 2, change to M, 
p8, change to C, k6. 









Row 27: Repeat Row 
21 . 

Row 28: K6, change to 
M, pi 2, change to C, p4, 
change to M, pi 2, change to 
C, k6. 

Row 29: K6, change to M, k1 2, 
change to C, k4, change to M, 
k1 2, change to C, k6. 

Row 30: Repeat Row 28. 

Row 31: Repeat Row 21 . 

Row 32: K6, change to M, p28, 
change to C, k6. 

Row 33: k6, change to M, k28, 
change to C, k6. 

Repeat Rows 32 & 33. 

Row 36: Repeat Row 32. 

Rows 37-55: Follow the pattern 
chart again or repeat Rows 13-31. 
Repeat Rows 32-36. 

Rows 37-42: Using C, work garter 
st. 

Cast off. 

Weave in the loose ends of yarn 
with a thick, blunt tapestry needle. 



FINISHINGTIPS 

To make your work look its best, 
spray with a fine mist of lukewarm 
water, cover it with a tea-towel, 
then run an iron over it. After 
using it, allow your dishcloth to 
dry flat to help it retain its shape.

Knitting for little people 

Rhian Drinkwater shares the joys - and pitfalls - of knitting for children 



» hildren are in many ways the 

perfect people to knit for. They’re 
small, so clothes of any sort are 
fairly quick to make - but they grow 
constantly, so as longasyou aim to 
err on the side of too big, it’s not a 
disaster if your tension is wobbly. 

They can wear far more ‘interesting’ 
colours, patterns and textures than 
most adults can get away with, giving 
you licence to experiment with crazy 
patterns and wild variegated yarns 
that would otherwise be stashed 
away under the bed gathering dust 
bunnies. And (most of the time) 
they’re wonderfully grateful recipients. 
Small children especially love getting 
anything new, and a small face lit up 
with joy at receiving a present is just 
the motivation to getyou through the 
finish line on almost any project. 

Big pattern choice 

There are downsides though. If you’re 
knitting for other people’s children, 
you can generally choose patterns to 
suit you. Knit for your own, however 
- or kids you see often - and that’s 
not always the case. I slowly came 
around to the idea of children’s knits 
(a single babyjumper knit when I was 
pregnant is still in pieces in a cupboard 
somewhere) but gradually realised I 
loved the variety of children’s clothes 
available and desperately wanted to 
knit a whole collection of jumpers and 



tops for my son, Harry. Alas, I soon 
found several problems with this: 

1: Ajumper, it seems, isan ubiquitous 
present. Every Christmas or birthday 
he gets at least two shop-bought 
ones - really nice ones, too, and with 
his favourite superheroes on. Add in a 
couple of handknits and soon half his 
wardrobe is devoted to jumpers, and 
summer is just around the corner. 

2: My son, it turns out, does not really 
like wearing jumpers. Most of the time 
he insists he doesn’t feel the cold, if 
pushed hewill grudgingly accept a 
coat. Though we do manage to wrestle 
him into a jumper occasionally, it’s not 
really often enough to justify the 37 we 
already own (see point ‘T). 

3: Either I knit really stretchy jumpers, 
or Harry is growing slower than I 
expected, but his handknit jumpers 
seem to really last. Harry is four and a 
half years old, and can still happily fit into 
a jumper I made for his third birthday, 
and a hoody I finished when he wastwo. 
So I really don’t need to replace any of 
these anytime soon. 

Small knits 

This all might seem quite negative 
- but there is one area where Harry 
adores my knitting. Begs for knitting. 
Pulls open my laptop to help me browse 
Ravelry and then quite happilywalks to 
the yarn shop with me to ‘helpfully’ find 
what I need. That area is toys.

This wasn’t the first toy I’ve made. I’ve 
made several other superheroes, as well 
as a robot (pattern by Rebecca Danger) 
and a crocheted cat. But I don’t really 
enjoy makingthem- but when you’re 
knittingforsomeone else, what really 
matters is that they like it, not you. So 
in the meantime, I’m going to try and 
steer Harry towards some quirky hat 
patterns and hope for a sudden growth 
spurt, oreven a continued cold spell!
